Colonel Livick Resigns

After having been associated with Augusta 
Military Academy for over 25 years, Colonel 
Malcom Livick has resigned from his position as 
Director of Development and Admissions, and 
will no longer be directly associated with the 
school. 


Colonel Livick arrived at AMA some 25 years 
ago. His first duty was that of an eighth-grade 
teacher and he also coached various sports such 
as football, basketball, and baseball. 


He was a graduate of Hampton-Sydney Col- 
lege and University of Virginia where he starred 
in athletics. During World War II he was in the 
U.S. Navy. 


During his first years at Augusta he courted 
Linda Roller, daughter of the late Capt. Charles 
S. Roller II] — son of General Charles S. Roller, 
Jr. Soon they became engaged and finally mar- 
ried. After several years teaching at Augusta, the 
Livicks moved to Virginia Beach where Colonel 
Livick taught distributive education at the Vir- 
ginia Beach Schools. 


They returned to Ft. Defiance about 1956 when 
he became assistant to the Principal, General 
Charles S. Roller, Jr. Upon the death of General 
Roller in 1963, Colonel Livick assumed the role 
of principal of Augusta. He attended Madison 
College to receive proper certification and then 
became Superintendent, a role he assumed until 
1980 when he stepped down to become director 
of developnient and adniissions: 


Besides his involvement in education, Colonel 
Livick was, _ is still, involved in the Kiwanis 
Club International, and was elected Governor of 
the Capitol District which includes the territory 
of D.C., Maryland, Virginia, and West Virginia. 


He was a member of the Old Stone Church 
where he was deacon and elder. He and Mrs. 
Livick have five children: Malcolm Jr., Charles, 
Lee, Todd, and Taylor. 


He will be be missed very, very much here at 
AMA and the Bayonet staff wishes him luck in 
the future.

The Pressure is ON 


Water is a very important commodity which 
most of use seem to take for granted until that 
awful moment occurs when one finds himself all 
lathered up in the shower, and no water with 
which to rinse. Or perhaps you spent all morning 
jogging and your last bit of remaining energy is 
geared to making it to a water fountain for a 
drink of water, but you find none. Moments like 
these are guaranteed to establish a new awareness 
of the substance known as water if such moments 
have or should ever occur to you. Chances are 
that you’ll start to realize just how valuable and 
indispensable this tasteless and oderless sub- 
stance really is. 


Augusta Military has never taken its water sup- 
ply for granted because until just recently her 
water flow has been erratic and unpredictable. 
For years her water has come to her from an old 
well fed by an underground spring, and she has 
shared it with 5 other homes in the community. 
Be it because of drought and a low water table 
or because of possible leaks in its ancient under- 
ground pipes, AMA in recent years has never 
quite had the water pressure it needed to serve 
the needs of its people. So it (the situation) 
finally reached a point where something had to 
be done. 


And something was done. As of this writing, 
a new water line has been completed and paid 
for by a generous donation made by the parents 
of a former student. At a cost of 4,700.00 for 
installation and 16,000.00 for labor and ma- 


terials, AMA now _has_a_tan with the Augusta 


County Water Service Authority’s main water- 
line. This hookup virtually guarantees the school 
of an uninterrupted flow of water from here on 
out. While the old well will still be used for the 
shower and bathrooms, the new mainline will be 
used by the mess hall and the boiler room. 
Should the water level become low in the old 
water line, however, a supply of water can 
easily be channeled to the shower rooms from 
the new line. 


What difference will the new water line make? 
According to Mr. Max Hutton, supervisor of 
building and grounds, “‘if nothing else, it will 
relieve the constant worry that once existed as to 
weather or not the school would have the water 
it needs. A steady flow of water to the barracks 
diverts a possible fear of the boiler shutting off 
(as it sometimes did due to low pressure), and 
it has enabled us to install a fire hydrant which 
we didn’t have on the grounds until now’’. 


Installing the new water line left its mark on AMA’s 
landscape, but plans are under way to plant new grass.

Rubik’s Cube 
Much More than a Toy

What is shaped like a cube, is multi-colored 
and drives people bananas? If you guess Rubik’s 
cube, then you must have struggled with one 
recently. If you haven’t yourself, then you must 
of seen someone exerting himself with one almost 
to the point of exhaustion here at school. Be it 
between classes, during recess, or during lunch, it 
remains obvious that Rubic’s Cube mania has hit 
AMA. 


Around 1970, this facinating puzzle was de- 
signed by Erno Rubic, an architect and teacher 
from Budapest, Hungary. At the same time, an 
independent designer and engineer from Japan, 
Terutoshi Ishige, also applied for a patent for the 
same puzzle. 


Mr. Rubik designed the cube specifically as an 
aid to his students in recognizing spatial relation- 
ships in 3 dimensions. The cube was marketed in 
Europe in 1978, but did not acquire world wide 
popularity until now. The cube has 6 center 
cubes, 8 corners, and 12 edge cubes, giving it 20 
movable pieces with 43 quintillion different ar- 
rangements. A point of reference for comparison 
with this large number is the national debt in 
pennies (100 trillion or the universe’s age in 
seconds (only 5 quintillion). 


Today, solutions are being published and 
students are using these guides to solve the brain 
teaser puzzle but not everyone is succeeding. A 
recent world record for completing a scrambled 
cube was set at 25.2 seconds. 


Is the Rubik’s Cube simply a toy? ‘Absolutely 
not,’’ exclaimed math teacher Tim Mannasmith. 
If a student works with the cube he may see how 
it obeys the laws of mathematical operation that 
we study such as commutativity, and associa- 
tivity.” SO PLAY ON.

Many Factors Influence Car Insurance Rates 


Getting that coveted driver’s license is a high- 
light in most teen-agers’ lives. But with the license 
comes the expensive responsibility of getting 
insured. 


It’s an expense that hits male teenagers harder 
than females. For example, for a boy and a girl 
who are both average drivers, the insurance rates 
would average $100.00 for the male and $25.00 
for the female. The reason for such a discrepancy 
is the fact that boys are not considered as mature 
as girls at age 17, most insurance representatives 
would say. 


Insurance rates are based on statistics of acci- 
dents in a certain area. The more money the 
insurance company loses, the higher the pre- 
miums, which is the amount of money one pays 
for insurance coverage. 


Also if the driver has had an accident or has 
violated a traffic law, his premium is raised. The 
type of car one drives and how often it is driven 
also makes a difference. For example, if one has

a Datsun 280Z or any type of high performance 
car and drives daily, insurance will be higher 
than if one has a Nova or a regular car and drives 
it only occasionally. 


Teenagers are considered higher risks because 
statistics prove they have up to 25% more acci- 
dents, with boys having considerably more acci- 
dents than girls. According to statistics, males 
also drive more than females, and at an overall 
faster speed. Antonio Christian who owns a new 
Trans-AM, said he felt insurance rates were too 
high and thought it unfair that girls’ rates were 
cheaper than boys’. ‘‘Girls want equal rights; so 
how about equal insurance rates for the little 
darlings as well,’’ he exclaimed. 


Another factor influencing insurance is drop- 
outs. Many companies dislike insuring such peo- 
ple because they, according to statistics, will 
probably have an accident within 18 to 24 
months. Dropouts seem to have more time to 
drive than students. 


There are ways to lower insurance rates. some 
companies will lower premiums if a student has 
maintained a 3.0 average in his studies. Also it 
will help students who have completed one course 
of drivers education. 


Another way that sometimes lowers premiums 
is for parents and children to use the same in- 
surance company. A 15% discount is sometimes 
granted for this. 


An important thing to remember when time 
comes that you need car insurance is that there 
is a wide variance of rates charged by companies 
so it is wise to compare rates charged for the 
same type policy. By doing so you may save 
anywhere from 50.00 dollars to a hundred dol- 
lars, so shop around.

Now, if 
any cadet would have done that kind of destruc- 
tion to another cadet’s room, he would more 
than likely have been punished. If we are to 
follow the example of our teachers, then I guess 
we, the cadets, should rip apart classrooms and 
kick in the fenders of their cars. This particular 
individual, however, has no desire to go through 
the personal property of others because it is not 
American to do so. The teachers here, however, 
seem to adore the idea of ripping a cadet’s room 
to pieces so that they can find the evidence 
needed to dismiss certain individuals. Even if a 
cadet has nothing to hide and is a ‘‘good’’cadet, 
when it comes to a shakedown, he still falls

Here at Augusta there is a small but definite 
problem with illicit activities. But shakedowns 
will not stop, or solve, the problem. The problem 
will remain until teachers and administrators take 
the time to get to know the cadets on a more 
personal basis and genuinely work towards under- 
standing their needs. Cadets turn to drugs and 
alcohol because of peer pressure, boredom, and 
because they need some type of ‘‘release valve’’. 
AMA does not provide the necessary ‘‘release 
valve’’. Too few constructive activities exist to 
keep a cadet busy. Too few teachers really take 
an interest in the personal problems many of us 
have due to no fault of our own. We do not 
receive the attention we deserve on a personal 
basis. Teachers are supposed to be humanists, 
remember? 


In closing, I would like to say that the problem 
of drugs and alcohol are not unique to Augusta. 
It is a problem in just about every school, both 
private and public, and there are no easy solu- 
tions; but shakedowns are not the answer. One 
final thought, since the faculty at Augusta is not 
specially trained for drug identification, how do 
they know so much about them anyway?

Pornography, A Modern View 


Most of us have probably at one time in our lives come into contact with what is commonly referred 
to as pornography. Remember the time your mother found your copy of Penthouse stuffed under your 
mattress and how she went into near hysterics? You had to spend the whole day hiding in the cherry 
tree from fear she might tell your father. Or remember old man Greely, your science teacher who 
caught you reading Whip & Lash magazine in back of the stuffed kangaroo exhibit? Remember how 
mad you were when he grabbed it from you and how deep down you knew that the only reason he ever 
took if from you was so that he could read it himself during his free period? 


do people react so strongly against it? Let’s take a look: 

It is the opinion of many people that pornography (‘‘officially defined as works that arouse 
or excite the observer or reader’’) can lead to sex crimes, improper sex practices, addiction 
to pornography and a deep obsession and confusion with sex. Recent studies have, however, 
proven these notions to be false and without foundation. Data consistently shows that 
exposure to portnography is not related to an increase in sex crimes. In fact, the evidence 
points the other way, that a majority of sex offenders had significantly less exposure to 
porno than non offenders. The U.S. Commission on Obscenity and Pornography, after 
hundreds of hours of study on the subject, has reported that its effects are negligible and, 
that it poses no major threat to anyone. 


Should one accept these findings? Many of us will while twice as many of us would like to 
but can’t. Undoubtedly many of our anti-portography feelings are derived from our 
Puritan-Victorian tradition. The churches have always preached that sex is only a means by 
which to have children and pornography is plainly about anything but that. Therefore, 
anyone who has sat through church sermons or had a mom or dad who did probably have 
an underlying feeling that porno undermines the moral fabric of society in one way or 
another. The facts then, are most useful but they have to be interpreted through our most 
private beliefs before each of us can decide what attitude to take. 


The Bayonet, however, looks at it from a modern view. We condemn porno because we feel it to be 
sexist. Women are always portrayed as mere objects of pleasure with no feelings and no brains, always 
ready to serve their ‘‘masters’” — men. Women are degraded, dehumanized, and exploited. Men come 
off looking bad also, as they are shown to be interested only with sex and the more unusual the better. 
Pornography shows people as robots incapable of sensitivity and tenderness. Think about that the next 
time you reach for a Penthouse magazine.

Isn’t it sad. All around us there are people who are telling us to do one thing while they themselves 
are doing another. The only way good ideas and proper conduct can effectively be transmitted is by 
example. What good does it do if a famous athlete flashes onto the TV set to tell us how bad drugs are 
when behind the scene he is a heavy user? How can a younger cadet learn from his company 
commander who reprimands him for his wrong doings when the very next day the young cadet notices 
that his company commander is breaking the very same rules that he is asked to follow? What impact 
would the words, ‘‘Don’t smoke because its bad for your health,’’ have on a student when they are 
spoken by a teacher with a Marlboro in his mouth? Or, what right does a mother have to reprimand her 
children for using foul language when they obviously learned it from her? 


Recent studies indicate that the biggest factor as to whether a child smokes or not depends largely on 
the example he saw. If his family and friends smoked then he also would pick up the smoking habit. 

So paying lip 
service is one thing, but being a living example of your words strikes right to the heart of an 
individual’s being.

Complete Season

Under the ironfisted coaching of the often 
animated Coach Doug Lucas, the Blue Streaks 
Basketball Team completed their 1981-82 season.

poor record, the final scores of the games did not 
indicate how much our Cagers accomplished. 
Using a page out of Lou Campanelli’s book from 
James Madison University, Lucas used a deliber- 
ate attack to keep his smaller, inexperienced team 
from being blown off the floor. 


After a slow and disappointing start the team 
came alive and began to prove to themselves and 
others that they truly were capable of playing 
competetive basketball. The team seemed to 
come alive about the fifth game of the season 
when the Blue Streaks gave a talented North 
Cross team all they could handle before running 
out of gas and falling short of a victory. 


Timberlake Christian School, a taller, quicker 
team found AMA quite pesty before a third 
quarter rally pulled them past AMA and on to 
victory. Following a disappointing loss to Boy’s 
Home, the Streaks returned home to play Mas- 
sanutten Military Academy in the last game 
before Christmas break. Only a controversial call 
at the final buzzer kept the team from a possible 
victory. 


After Christmas break, it took 3 or 4 games for 
the streaks to become the balanced disciplined 
team it had become just previous to the holiday 
break. Once the lull was revived, the Streaks 
again proved competitive and potentially explo- 
sive, but again fell just points short to Mas- 
sanuttan in a game that went into overtime. 


While the boys could have given up hope, the 
boys continued to play ball to the best of their 
ability. Against Fishburne (the eventual VIC 
North Division Champion), and a team that had 
beaten AMA 61-29 in December, the Blue Streaks 
gave them a scare before losing 53-41.

Rifle Team Wins State Championship, 


Hawkeye Shooter Recounts Experience

Tactics Team Remains on the Move

The Tactics Team is a group of military 
minded cadets that spend some of their weekend 
time learning about small unit tactics such as one 
would find in the army. They have been taught 
what makes up a basic rifle platoon and squad, 
how to move in a military situation, how to fire a 
light antitank weapon, and how to effectively 
complete any mission that might be assigned 
them. 


The team is headed by Major Green, a combat 
veteran of the Vietnam conflict. Major Green is 
aided by MSG Brazell, another combat veteran. 


The first mission of the team was to go in the 
backfield and reconnoiter for sniper positions 
which the team would use at a later date. At the 
same time, the team had to find ways to get a 
squad of men past the snipers and then terminate 
them. The terrain was overly advantageous to the 
snipers so the mission was scrubbed. 


The second mission was set up so that two 
squads would attack ‘‘hill 94’’ which was occu- 
pied by an enemy platoon. The terrain that the 
second squad had to move through was all open 
and visible, which made a frontal assault their 
only option. The squad took a 90% casualty 
figure but the first squad got by with a much 
lower figure at 25% casualty rate. 


Our third mission was probably the most 
educational in that the team visited Fort Eustis, 
which is the army’s center of transportation in 
Virginia, which features a museum that shows the 
entire history of army transportation. After a 
tour of the museum. the team ate lunch in the 
mess hall with the 77th batallion. After that more 
activities followed. A tour of the docks, a tour of 
the airfields, and a visit to the helicopter hanger 
(the place where helicopters are maintained for 
top performance), rounded out the trip. 


The agenda for the month of April is going to 
contain many interesting activities. Among the 
top activity includes a visit to Fort Belvoir. The 
team will spend 4 days and 3 nights at the fort 
and will live in barracks and be provided for by 
the fort’s personnel. The team will be given a lot 
of tours while they are there, but they will also be 
involved in other activities as well. 


The Tactics Team has so far had a brilliant and 
exciting year due largely to some master planning 
by Major Green and will continue to do so as 
long as his presence is noted.
